Public education lobby looking for allies; 
suit looks to silence Church on abortion

WASHINGTON (NC) — With an 


anti-tuition tax credit petition drive 
underway, sponsored by a_ public 
education coalition including the 
American Federation of Teachers and the 
National Education Association, a pro- 
tax credit coalition has. started a 
counterdrive. 


The National Coalition for Public 
Education plans to have a million anti-tax 
credit signatures collected by election 
day, Nov. 2, according to Arnold Fege, 
director of government relations for the 
National PTA and coordinator of the 
coalition. 


URSULINE SISTER Renee Oliver, 
associate director of Citizens for 
Educational Freedom, said the pro-tax 
credit coalition decided July 19 to launch 
a petition drive to counter the anti-tax 


credit publicity. She said no goal was set 


for the number of signatures. 


Catholic organizations, including the 
Knights of Columbus, 
Isabella, National Catholic Educational 
Association, National Council of Catholic 


Women and Catholic Daughters of the 
a th ee be ter. 


Christian groups will join in. 
Organizations in the coalition so far

Mother: ‘] knew | was a murderer...’

DES MOINES, Iowa (NC) — “On 
October 30, 1974,’’ Mrs. Nancy Mann 
tells her concert audiences, “‘I killed my 
baby girl.”’ 


On that day Mrs. Mann, 20 and five- 
and-a-half months pregnant, had a saline 
solution injected into her uterus that 
would smother and burn her baby and 
cause her to go into labor. The process is 
known as a saline abortion. 


*“AT THE moment the saline was 
injected and the baby started kicking 
violently, I knew I was a murderer, but 
by that time there was nothing I could do 
about it.”’ 


Now, however, Mrs. Mann, a vocalist 
who combines music with ministry for 
Barnabus, an evangelical rock band, is 
taking action. She has begun a ministry 
called Women Exploited by Abortion 
(WEBA) through which she shares her 
personal experience with those who are 
suffering after an abortion. She also hopes 
to make women considering an abortion 
aware of the emotional and physical 
consequences. 


One problem which she hopes to 
combat is what she sees as deception by 
doctors who perform abortions. 


‘“‘THE DOCTORS are not telling 
women what they’re doing...I went to an 
obstetrician who told me they would put 
some fluid in me, I would have severe

cramps and then expel the baby. That 


doesn’t sound so bad when you’re 
emotionally distraught.’’ 


At the time of the abortion, Mrs. 
Mann’s first husband had left her, and 
some relatives had advised her to have an 
abortion because of the strain of 
supporting the two children she already 
had. 


Four hours after talking to the 
obstetrician, she was in the hospital. 


‘‘T COULDN’T believe the size of the 
needle (for injecting the solution), and I 
was very afraid, but by then it was too 
late.

WASHINGTON (NC) — A federal 
judge’s decision July 19 in a lawsuit 
accusing the Catholic Church of illegal 
election campaigning on abortion is likely 
to be only the prelude to a more crucial 


ruling still down the road. 


U.S. District Judge Robert L. Carter 
of New York, considering a case brought 
by almost 30 abortion ‘‘rights’’ groups 
and individuals, dismissed as _ co- 
defendants in the suit the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops and the 
U.S. Catholic Conference, the bishops’ 
public policy arm. 


BUT CARTER also said the abortion 
“‘rights’’ groups can continue to press 
their case against the Internal Revenue 
Service in an effort to force the revocation 
of the Catholic Church’s tax-exempt 
status. 


Still to come, then, is the main event: a 
decision on the allegations that the 
Catholic Church, as a tax-exempt 
institution, illegally supported or opposed 
candidates for office, plus a decision on 
whether the IRS _ unconstitutionally 


breached. church-state separation by 
declining to remove the Church’s 
Pe : sie:s 


ON THAT latter point, the abortion 
rights groups say the IRS showed 
unconstitutional ‘‘partiality’’ to the 
Catholic religion by not removing its tax 
exemption while removing the 
exemptions of other religions which 
became involved in politics. 


The suit originally was filed in October 
1980, principally by the Abortion Rights 
Mobilization against the IRS. Three 
months later, though, it was amended to 
include the NCCB and USCC. 


Carter’s decision thus only removes the 
bishops’ conferences from first-hand 
participation in the suit and, for the most 
part, does not affect the suit’s substantive 
issues.

BISHOPS ASK — The Brazilian 
bishops have asked for the easing of 
security and immigration laws as part of 
the military government’s ‘‘political 
opening’’ aimed at fostering a wider 
civilian role in political affairs. The 
bishops criticized the present laws as 
overly strict and said they hamper Church 
work, especially missionary activities, 
since they give the government too much 
control over who may enter the country. 
The bishops also said that ‘‘there is an 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope 
John Paul II reaffirmed the Church’s 
opposition to euthanasia July 25 and 
urged that the elderly have a worthy 
“place and role in human society.”’ 
In a French-language letter to the 

-U.N.’s World Conference on the 
Third Age in Vienna, the pontiff 
quoted from a 1980 declaration from 
the Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith: ‘‘No one can in any way 
permit the killing of an innocent 
human being, whether a fetus or an 
embryo, an infant or an adult, an old 
person, or one suffering from an 
incurable disease, or a person who is 
dying.’’

AFTERMATH — In the aftermath of 
their country’s defeat by Great Britain, 
Argentina’s Catholic bishops have been 
telling their fellow citizens to begin 
rebuilding their nation. The call came as 
the military government was plunged into 
political turmoil. ‘‘Out of the bitterness of 
defeat...this nation has recovered a sense 
of national identity,’’ said Archbishop 
Vicente Zaspe of Santa Fe. Bishop 
Miguel Aleman of Rio Gallegos said ‘‘this 
is no time to look backward in search of 
some one to blame. It is the time to face 
the current problems, to solve them and 
to prepare for a better future, with 
serenity, strength and self-confidence.”’ 


ASSISTANCE — Msgr. Robert J. 
Coll, assistant executive director of 
Catholic Relief Services in Philadelphia, 
said CRS has been sending workers into 
Lebanon since Israeli armed forces first 
attacked that country June 6. Msgr. Coll 
said CRS will provide food and shelter fo 
people displaced from Beirut, thé 
Lebanese capital, and added that he 
hopes American Catholics will help 
reconstruct the country. 


‘NOT PERSONAL’ — Bishop Louis 
E. Gelineau of Providence, R.I., 
criticized the response of Sen. Claiborne 
Pell (D.-R.1.) to the Life Roll, a diocesan 
petition for the passage of the Hatch 
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amendment limiting abortion. Pell 
thanked the petitioners for sending him 
their views on abortion, but said abortion 
is a. ‘‘personal decision.’’ Bishop 
Gelineau. said the abortion is not 
fundamentally personal because ‘‘at the 
very least, another human being is 
involved.”’ 


RESIGNED — Bishop Lawrence P. 
Graves of Alexandria-Shreveport has 
resigned because of ill health, Archbishop 
Pio Laghi, apostolic delegate to the 
United States, announced in Washington 
after Pope John Paul II accepted the 
resignation. Bishop Graves, 66, will 
continue as apostolic administrator of the 
diocese until the pontiff names a 
successor. 


DISPUTE — In a territorial dispute 
between Argentina and Chile which has 
been under papal mediation since 1979, 
Argentine objections to some parts of the 
Vatican proposal are delaying a solution. 
Mario Amadeo, former Argentine foreign 
minister, said his country objects to a 
Vatican proposal which calls for the 
sharing of natural resources in a 200-mile 
economic zone within the disputed Beagle 
Channel area at the southern tip of South 
America. Pope John Paul II agreed to 
mediate the dispute when the two 
countries threatened to go to war after 
Argentina objected to an earlier solution 
by international mediation. 


ACTION NEEDED — President 
Reagan must back his words with action if 
the Hatch amendment on abortion is to 
come to a vote in the Senate this year, 
supporters of the measure said July 20. 
“It is our expectation that there will be a 
definite push from the White House to 
insure a full and open debate,’’ on the 
Hatch amendment and other anti- 
abortion proposals, said Dr. John C. 
Wilkie, president of the National Right to 
Life Committee. If Reagan doesn’t take 
action, added another Hatch amendment

supporter, his administration risks losing 
pro-life support in November. 


PICKED — Bishop John A. Marshall 
of Burlington, Vt., director of a Vatican 
study of all U.S. seminaries, announced 
that Father Donald Wuerl will become his 
executive secretary. Father Wuerl is a 
former secretary to the late Cardinal John 
Wright, the American prefect of the 
Vatican’s Congregation for the Clergy. 


PRAYERS ASKED — In his first 
Sunday address since moving from Rome 
to the papal summer retreat at 
Castelgandolfo, Pope John Paul II urged 
prayers for the victims of the Iraq-Iran 
conflict and of the Israeli siege of Beirut. 
“In the intentions of our prayer we 
cannot forget those who suffer, our 
brothers afflicted by calamities, by illness, 
and above all the horrors of war.”’ 


ACCEPTED — After twice vetoing 
similar measures, President Reagan 
accepted a postal subsidy for non-profit 
groups as part of a $5.5 billion spending 
bill. The subsidy, in the amount of $42 
million, will help offset at least until Sept. 
30 higher postal rates for non-profit 
groups such as Catholic publications and 
fund-raising appeals. Those affected have 
expressed the hope that acceptance of the 
subsidy at this time will have a favorable 
impact upon the possibility of low postal 
rates for the upcoming fiscal year. 
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‘Fair share’ with each parish 
the key to Stewardship success

SAN DIEGO — Summer is an in- 
between time for Father William A. 
Kraft, director of the diocesan - 
Stewardship office. 


Payments are still being received from 
the 23,000 people who made pledges to 
the 1982 Stewardship campaign which 
began last winter, and already the 1983 
campaign is in its first stage, with more 
than 125,000 pieces of promotional 
material and pledge envelopes being 
printed. 


SINCE 1972, Stewardship - has 
financed many of the social programs and 
services undertaken by the diocese, 
funded Catholic Community Services, 
educational ministries, priestly 
formation, diocesan development and the 
Universal Church through funds given to 
the neighboring dioceses of Tijuana and 
Mexicali. 


But the greatest strength and attraction 
of Stewardship is a ‘‘fair share’’ feature 
which allows each parish to receive 
everything over and above the diocesan 
quota set for it; in this way, said Father 
Kraft, ‘‘controlling power is retained by 
the parish to meet its own goals as well as 
meet the needs of the diocese.”’ 


Since 1979, when Father Kraft became 
director, $4.2 million has been raised 
through Stewardship, of which $2.75 
million has been returned to the 
individual parishes. 


MORE THAN 90 dioceses have 
cewardship campaigns in one form or 
another, said Father Kraft, who has done 
doctoral work in the theology of 
Stewardship. ve 


“Stewardship is a Christian way of life 
which encompasses a day-by-day attitude 
put into practice by the Christian, who 
returns a portion of the time, talent and 
treasure in whatever vocation he or she is 
pursuing in order to give thanksgiving to 


God for all of His blessings,’’ he said. 


Stewardship is really mandated by the 
Church, added Father Kraft, the earliest 
example being found in Acts, where the 
early Christians gave everything they had 
to the Church, which then administered it 
for the common good. 


THERE JIS still a balance of $500,000 
due on this year’s campaign, but 
experience has shown that 93 per cent of 
all pledges made are actually paid, said 
Father Kraft. Rebates of $200,000 were 
made to the parishes in June, and another 
$600,000 will be returned to the parishes 
as their fair share during the September- 
December period which will close out the 
year. 


The actual cost of Stewardship to the 
diocese is at least five percent below the 
national average for this type of 
campaign, and well below the percentage 
considered ‘‘acceptable’’ by fundraisers 
nationally, said Father Kraft. 


Working with Father Kraft are Mrs. 
Marion Esty, office manager, and Joseph 
E. Torroella, who coordinates the awards 
program, promotional materials and 
graphics. 

AT THE heart of the program is the 
diocesan computer, located in the 
chancery office on the USD campus, 
which makes it possible for the thousands 
of bills, statements, and parish 
breakdowns and reports to be processed 
in a timely and efficient manner, said 
Father Kraft. A manual system, he

added, would add considerably to the cost 
of fundraising. 


The average pledge to Stewardship this 
year was $82, noted Father Kraft; some 
are as small as $5, others in the 
thousands. ‘‘We run the gamut from the 
proverbial widow’s mite to the rich man. 
Nothing is refused, and everyone is 
welcome to participate.”’ 


‘And those who can’t give money are 
always very generous in giving their time 
and talent to their parishes,’’ he said. 


“‘THE PARISH is always the key 
factor in the campaign, and once it has 
met the diocesan needs, it can apply the 
rebate to its own individual needs. 
Several have chosen to substantially 
reduce their indebtedness, or establish 
funds for future building programs. 
Others have targeted funds for assisting 
needy families or for scholarships to 
parochial schools, or for emergency 
care.” 


The Stewardship appeal is a personal 
one, whether from the pulpit, or by 
telephone, door-to-door or by letter, said 
Father Kraft. And although all funds will 
have been received by Nov. 30 and the 
1983 appeal not begin until February, it is 
really a continuous, never-ending 
process. 


Adults join kids in Pius X 


CHULA VISTA — This is the third 
summer in a row that the youth ministries 
program at St. Pius X Church is staging a 
Broadway musical, but there’s an added 
dimension this year. 


For the first time adults are in the cast, 
mostly because the production (Bye Bye 
Birdie) calls for them. In the past St. Pius 
has done The Wizard of Oz and You’re a 
Good Man Charlie Brown, which really 
don’t require adult actors, explained 
Angela Shellhammer, who coordinates 
the program and directs the plays. 


BUT THERE’S more to opening the 
production up to adults this year than 
simply letting them play the adult roles, 
said Mrs. Shellhammer. ‘“The kids have 
really proved that they can be 
professionals,’’ she said, ‘“‘but now we 
have parents and teenagers working 
together. It binds the family and builds 
community.”’ 


. The purpose of the project each 
summer is community building and not 
money making, said Mrs. Shellhammer, 
although admission is charged and 
anything left over after expenses helps 
fund the following year’s production. 
Because Bye Bye Birdie is a Broadway 
musical comedy, the royalty payment 
alone is considerable, although there is a 
slight break for non-professional 
productions, she added. 


BUT THE real value derived from 
working together for the 60 cast members 
comes from the demanding schedule they 
stick to: five nights each week for six 
weeks, children and adults alike. Better 
than 90 percent of the cast comes from the 
parish itself, although the production is 
open to the entire community. 


One non-parish cast member is Mrs. 
Joanne Sinatra, from neighboring St. 
Rose of Lima parish; Mrs. Sam 
Humphrey, a St. Pius X parishioner is 
both in the cast and also doubles as a 
rehearsal pianist, often for cast members 
who want additional rehearsal time on 
their own, said Mrs. Shellhammer. 


“This is a great way to bring people 
together and build community,’’ said 
Mrs. Shellhammer, who noted that this is 
the real dividend that comes from 
rehearsing for six weeks for only three 
performances. Mrs. Shellhammer teaches 
at the parish parochial school, but is 
taking a year off — ‘“‘maybe more’’? — 
following the birth of her first child to 


devote herself to being a full-time mother. - 


IN THE past, performances have been

And the generosity of San Diego 
Catholics has ‘‘provided for the needs of 
the Church today and for its growth in 
Southern California tomorrow,”’ he said.

_ The AFT and the NEA also passed a 
joint resolution opposing all forms of tax 
credit legislation, including a bill 
President Reagan sent to Congress in 
June. The U.S. Catholic Conference has 
testified in support of tax credit 
legislation, including Reagan’s bill.

‘‘constitute an effort to undermine the 
financial support structures of the public 
schools of our nation. Such proposals are 
bad economic policy, improper public 
policy, harmful educational policy and 
violate the spirit and the letter of the 
United States Constitution.”’

Two visions of life 

Malcolm Muggeridge is something of a public 
institution in England. A short article of his, entitled 
‘*The Vision of Life That Wins My Vote,’’ appeared 
in the Spring edition of The Human Life Review. 


In his article, Muggeridge tells of a visit he had with 
a small, vivacious Scottish woman who was running 
as an independent pro-life candidate in a local 
election. 


The woman had no arms. Had her mother taken 
Thalidomide during pregnancy? No, it was a case — 
in the words of the doctor who brought her into the 
world — that ‘‘her arms had budded but never 
bloomed.”’ 


Muggeridge feels that the chances of this woman 
surviving today would be very small indeed. 
‘Someone would surely recommend letting her die of 
starvation, or otherwise disposing of her,’’ he writes. 


As it is, the woman “‘is a living witness to the pro- 
life cause; in herself an embodiment of life 
triumphant, challenging the right of any one human 
being to decide that another, whether an unborn or 
born child, whether a fatally ill or senile old person, 
has no right to go on living in view of circumstances 
— economic or physical or mental — not conducive to 
a worthwhile life.”’ 


What’s involved here, of course, as the Englishman 
notes, is the difference between the quality of life and 
the sanctity of life. 


Muggeridge goes on to portray the kind of world 
that’s organized on the quality of life vision: ‘‘No more 
sick or misshapen bodies, no more disturbed or 
twisted minds, no more hereditary idiots or 
mongoloid children. Babies not up to scratch are to be 
destroyed, before or after birth, as would also the old 
beyond repair.”’ 

He opposes this vision of an earthly paradise to the 
Christian one: ‘‘...mankind as a family whose loving 
father is God, all of whose members — whatever 
physical or mental qualities or deficiencies they may 
have — are equally deserving of consideration, and 
whose existence has validity, not just in relation to 
history, but in relation to a destiny reaching beyond 
time and into eternity.’’ 


And what is the symbol of this latter vision? ‘‘... Not 
the quality of life as expressed in color magazines or 
on television, but a stricken body nailed to a cross, 
and signifying affliction, not as the enemy of life, but 
as its greatest teacher and enchancement.’’ 


Muggeridge believes that between these two visions 
of life we have to choose, and the choice has been 
made in favor of an earthly paradise. 


But there’s one sign in the opposite direction that 
makes him wonder: ‘‘Probably the best known 
woman — cerainly the best loved — in the world 
today is Mother Teresa of Calcutta,’’ the living 
enshrinement of the sanctity of life vision. 

That vision is the one that wins Malcolm 
Muggeridge’s vote, as it should win the vote of 
anyone who claims to be Christian.

Christianity’’ that would support the 
killing of people who are not ‘‘normal’’ 
— whatever that is!

Food instead of arms 


CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC) — Pope John Paul II 
condemned the ‘‘scandal’’ of world hunger July 25 and called for 
“the victory of programs dedicated to development, nourishment 
and solidarity over those of hate, armaments and war.”’ 


In two separate talks at his summer residence in 
Castelgandolfo, about 15 miles from Rome, the pope said world 
resources must be used to eliminate hunger rather than to build 
up arms stockpiles. 


“‘The problem of world hunger arises today with tragic 
urgency, also because its solution, rather than becoming closer, 
with the passing of time seems to get even further away,’’ he said 
at an early morning Mass for employees of the papal summer 
villa and members of their families. 


‘Already many voices have been raised to denounce the 
scandal of this situation, in which a minority of fortunate people 
prospers and enriches itself, ignoring a majority often 
unfortunately exposed, in addition to the humiliation of 
underdevelopment and economic dependence, to the very 
experience of organic deterioration and premature death for lack 
of sufficient nourishment,’’ Pope John Paul told the 200 people 
at the outdoor Mass. 


“It is now necessary and urgent to pass from words to actions, 
with concrete initiatives,’’ he added. 


In his noon address to some 10,000 people gathered at the villa 
for the Angelus, Pope John Paul estimated that there are some 
750 million people currently suffering from hunger in the world. 

By the year 2000, he said, that figure is expected to reach one 
billion. 


“Is it not perhaps a great concern of the Church and of 
modern society to assure that the resources existing in the world 
not be lost, not be destined to goals of the self-destruction of man, 
but serve his true good, his legitimate development?’’ he asked.

‘Strangers in a strange land’ 


For me, one of the most moving of. our Lord’s post- 
resurrectional appearances is recorded in St. Luke’s gospel and 
proclaimed on the Third Sunday of Easter. It is the account of 
the two disciples on their way to the village of Emmaus and how 
they finally recognized Christ in the breaking of the bread. We 
are told that this recognition was a gradual process. At first, the 
two saw in their traveling companion no more than a stranger — 
a fellow journeyer. It was only after the sharing of Scripture and 
the fellowship of the table that their ‘‘eyes were opened and they 
recognized him.’’ 


Isn’t that also the pattern of our own experience? We gather 
together Sunday after Sunday to praise and worship the Father. 
And as we do, we glibly give assent to the ancient Church 
tradition restated by the Second Vatican Council that Christ is 
present in the assembly (Art. 7)...but do we really believe it? Do 
we honestly sense the ‘‘real presence’’ of our Lord standing, 
sitting or kneeling in the person — male or female — adult or 
child, next to us? 


Do we as individuals go out of our way to make the stranger in 
our midst feel welcome? Do we take time to introduce ourselves 
to one another, let alone to the ‘‘new face in the crowd?’’ Gan 
we greet the individual next to us by name at the kiss of peace? 
Do our ushers, whose principal ministry is that of hospitality, 
smile and say ‘“‘good morning’’...perhaps even open the church 
door? 


What about our non-verbal signs of hospitality (or lack of it)? 
When we arrive early do we insist on filling in the back pews so 
that those who are forced by circumstances to come late must 
walk all the way up the center aisle to the front of the church? 
When there are four worship aids in the holder on our side of the 
pew, are we sensitive to those at the other end who have none? 


Summer is a time for travel. Many of us will be ‘‘strangers in a 
strange land’’ hoping for a friendly face, a smile, a word of 
welcome, a hand extended in friendship, some sign that our 
presence and participation in this particular community’s 
worship is not only recognized but appreciated. What about the 
stranger in our own midst?

A plant of slow growth 


In an article on human behavior, there was a quote 
attributed, I think, to Freud, that human beings are 
constantly striving to deny that they belong to the animal 
kingdom. 


For instance, we use the term ‘‘He is like an animal’’ 
only to suggest derogatory tendencies such as brutality, 
antagonism and license. It is seldom applied to such 
virtues as fidelity, loyalty and steadfastness, although we 
can recognize these qualities readily in our pets; Kurt 
Laurens observed them in such unlikely creatures as 
ravens and wolves. 


WE LIKE TO think that our ‘‘finer’’ attributes 
separate us from what is bestial; yet if we look closely at 
some of our immediate reactions to stress or threat, there 
seem to be more similarities than differences. 


Animals, wild or domesticated, tend to become violent 
when their young or their security seems threatened. So, 
alas, do human beings. Our higher intelligence and 
reasoning powers do not prevent us from growing 
irrational and hostile when faced with potential threats to 
our security or peace of mind.

Base General Depot had a large number of men who 
were strong Fascisti, and they stirred up much discontent 
among the men. They rebelled against orders to do some 
work which they said was against the Articles of War 
drawn up by the Geneva Conference. As a punishment 
for their insurrection, the ring leaders, in number around 
30 men, were marched to the mountains, put on a diet of 
bread and water, with no heavy clothing to wear and no 
blanket to sleep on. Their fellow prisoners complained 
about this inhumane treatment and threatened to protest 
to the International Red Cross. Msgr. Trivisonno saw to 
it that the men were brought down from the mountains 
and taken to a separate stockade where they were given 
blankets but were still kept on their bread and water diet. 
Later on they were returned to their camp in Florence, 
Ariz., and eventually interned at Hereford, Tex. 


The Fascisti threatened their fellow prisoners with dire 
consequences to their families in unconquered Italy if 
their orders were not followed. Interference from high 
Army officers also added to the misery of the prisoners by 
not allowing the Italian liaison men and officers to work 
out solutions to their particular problems. Msgr. 
Trivisonno called this Base General Depot Camp the 
worst in the San Diego Diocese. He had great praise for 
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The difference is that we human beings are quite 
capable of rationalizing our attitudes — and that is quite 
different from being rational — and holding someone else 
to blame for our own fears. Fear not only makes cowards 
of us all, it also can make villains of those who disagree 
with or challenge us. 


IT IS, I suppose, only natural. Security is one of the 
basic human needs, according to Abraham Maslow, and 
any threat on that level strikes at the core of our being. 
But at the same time, so that we feel a need to justify 
ourselves, we exaggerate and see things in stark black and 
white rather than the varying shades of grey they usually 
are. 


Perhaps that is why propaganda is so important in 
wartime; it would be very difficult to sustain a war against 
people we admitted were very much like ourselves, 
neither more nor less capable of brutality and self-interest 
than we. 


It is salutory to remember that Jesus seemed an ogre to 
the comfortable, established church of His times and the 
people in it. Why? Because He challenged what they 


believed to be their security and called them to discard all 
the protective devices of property and wealth and 
exclusiveness. True, they called Him a blasphemer and 
tried Him for blasphemy, but the Gospels make it very 
clear that this was merely a peg on which to hang their 
desire to destroy or ‘‘get rid of?’ a thorn in their side. 


IT SEEMS AS though the only person who was able to 
see things exactly as they were was Jesus, precisely 
because His security lay in union with the Father and not 
in possessions, safety or people. He once rebuked ‘the 
disciples, saying ‘‘Do not fear those who can only kill the 
body and then do nothing else. Fear those who can harm 
your soul.”’ 


Only kill the body! How much that goes against our 
grain! We are so earth-bound, so body-bound that killing 
the body is, for us, the worst thing that could happen. But 
Christians are meant to march to a different drummer, 
and see with clearer eyes. In that different pulse, that 
different vision, martyrdom makes sense, forgiveness 
makes sense, and compassion for those who would harm 
us becomes reasonable. 


Confidence, said Samuael Johnson, is a plant of slow 
growth. So is trust or faith, and they need the 
nourishment of thoughtful reflection and_ prayerful 
awareness to overcome the weedgrowth of our fear.

Msgr. Francis C. Ott, now retired at Nazareth House in 
San Diego. In a letter dated February 15, 1944, to Bishop 
Buddy, he writes: ‘‘Much praise is due Father Ott for his 
wonderful priestly zeal, his unfaltering kindness and 
generosity and hospitality. To my mind, he is an 
outstanding priest of God, a credit to the diocese, and a 
comfort to your Excellency.”’ 
IN THE SAME letter he says of the camp chaplain, 
Father Jeremiah J. Collins: ‘‘He is one of those chaplains 
you read about but seldom see in real life, zealous, 
interested only in the men’s welfare and not concerned 
about his rank or when he will get his majority. He 
deserves a word of praise and a prayer.”’ 


By April of 1944, Camp Haan, called the ‘‘Mother 
Camp’’ of all the others, had two camps of Italians, a total 
of 285 men. One was a group in the stockade who refused 
to sign the work agreement and join the Service Units. 
Those who signed said that they were tricked into signing. 


Besides this, propaganda in the form of false 
information was being sent to their families telling them 
about the pay they would be bringing back to Italy. The 
men were very bitter about this because they only 
received $8 in currency and $16 in stamps. What could 
they save from such a small amount? 
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The second group in Camp Haan were the Service 
Units wearing the U.S. uniform and classified as non- 
combatant units of quartermasters. This camp, about 11 
miles out of Riverside, had a hospital of four sections each 
about one half mile in length. There were German POWs 
also housed in the stockade as of April 1945. The Italians 
left here on September 19, 1945 by way of Fort Henry, 
Virginia, on their way home. 


BASE GENERAL DEPOT of San Bernardino 
received six new companies, a total of 1,300 men. Since 
the Red Cross began to charge for all message units as of 
July 20, 1944, Vatican Forms for messages to families 
were issued to the men along with a small 3x5-inch paper 
form with the following instructions printed thereon: 1. 
All messages are to be made in duplicate; 2. Messages 
must be legibly typed, written, or printed, and restricted 
to news of strictly family or personal character; 3. No 
reference is permitted to military matters, geographical 
location, weather, financial transactions, or occupation of 
sender; 4. No words may be erased or crossed out; 5. No 
cards, photographs, etc., are to be attached to the 
message units.

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UNDER THE tax code, tax-exempt 
groups which receive tax-deductible 
contributions, such as entities of the 
Catholic Church, are prohibited from 
participating or intervening in campaigns 
by candidates for public office.

Pope: IRA is

LONDON (NC) The July 20 
bombings in London which left nine dead 
and 52 injured were condemned by Pope 
John Paul II as ‘‘despicable acts of cold- 
blooded terrorism.”’ 


The pope’s views were contained in a 
télegram sent July 21 by Cardinal 
Agostino Casaroli, papal secretary of 
state, to English Cardinal George Basil 
Hume of Westminster, in whose 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction the bombings 
took place. 


THE PROVISIONAL Trish 
Republican Army, which seeks an end to 
British rule in Northern Ireland, claimed 
responsibility for the bombings. 


‘“The Holy Father is appalled to learn 
of the two bomb outrages in central 
London and he utterly condemns these 
despicable acts of cold-blooded terrorism. 
His holiness invokes eternal rest upon 
those who died and asks God to comfort 
the bereaved families and all who suffered 
injury and loss,’’ said Cardinal Casaroli.

“T was in labor — not just ‘severe 
cramps’ — and I could feel my baby 
thrashing around for one and a half 
hours. The movement gradually grew 
weaker, then she died.’’ Although the 
saline solution was injected in the 
afternoon, her labor lasted more than 12 
hours after her baby died and she didn’t 
deliver it until early the following 
morning, Mrs. Mann said. 


‘*(The medical attendants) didn’t make 
it to the room in time, so I delivered her 
myself. I held her in my arms. Her eyes 
had started to open.”’ 


MRS. MANN recalled that she 
“‘dipped really low’’ after the abortion. 
She became a drug user and an alcoholic. 


“Tl should be dead from the overdoses I 
had.’ 


After receiving severe burns in a 


motorcycle accident in the late 1970s, she 
said she experienced a spiritual rebirth. 
‘‘T lay there in the hospital...and I didn’t 
know why I was still alive. That’s when 
the Lord came into my life in a powerful 
way. Now I know He’ll always be with 


me.”’ 


Mrs..Mann- feels that she has a unique 
ministry in the pro-life movement. She 
would like to see WEBA become a part of 
every pro-life organization in the,country. 


‘“WE NEED education ”’ she said, 
‘but we also need women who have had 
abortions to stand up and say, ‘I have 
been hurt.’

Cardinal Hume also condemned the 
bombings. ‘‘This is just murder, and 
these sinful acts are to be condemned 
utterly,’’ he said after visiting some of the 
victims of the two bomb explosions. 


CARDINAL HUME went to 
Westminster Hospital with Auxiliary 
Bishop David Konstant of Westminster. 


‘‘When I visited the people who were 
injured in yesterday’s bombing I was 
quite horrified by what I saw,’’ said the 
cardinal. ‘‘I cannot think how any human 
being can plan and carry out such cruel 
actions.”’ 


The cardinal said he was deeply 
distressed by the anxiety and sadness of 
the relatives of those who had _ been 
wounded and added that those who 


~ perpetrated such appalling acts were in no 


way representative or typical of the Irish 
people. 


THE PROVISIONAL IRA claimed 
reponsibility for the two explosions, 
invoking Article 51 of the United Nations 
Charter which provides for the use of 
force in self-defense: 


The bombings were aimed at two 
mostly ceremonial groups of British 
servicemen. 


The first, a nail-bomb placed in a car, 
went off as a detachment of the 
Household Cavalry was riding past on its 
way to the changing guard, one of 
London’s biggest tourist attractions. Two 
soldiers were killed outright and a third 
died in the hospital 18 hours later. 


THE SECOND was placed in the 
bandstand in Regent’s Park and killed six 
military bandsmen when it went off as the 
band was playing, scattering severed 
limbs among the audience. The 
bandsmen are non-combatants trained to 
act as stretcher-bearers in wartime. 
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‘‘rights’’ groups will face in proving that 
no favoritism was involved in the IRS 
decision to. maintain the Catholic 
Church’s exemption in the face of its anti- 
abortion activity. He also inferred the 
difficulty of proving that the possession of 
a tax exemption gives a group an 
advantage over other similarly situated 
groups in elections. 


BUT AT another point, Carter 
remarked that ‘‘tacit government 
endorsement”’ of the Catholic Church’s 
abortion position ‘‘frustrates and 
hampers’’ some other religious groups 
who believe abortion is moral and who 
fear an advantage for the Catholic 
Church over other churches in the 
political debate on the issue. 


One final issue also involved in the case 
is the whole question of the 
constitutionality of the prohibition on 
intervening in candidate campaigns. (A 
separate section of the tax code gives 
church groups the right to lobby on issues 
such as abortion, although the lobbying 
cannot be a ‘‘substantial’’ part of the 
organization’s activities.) 


The NCCB-USCC brief argued that 
there is no question that political activity 
can be religiously motivated and as such 
should be protected by the religion clause 
of the First Amendment. But previous 
court opinions generally have held that if 
churches want to participate in politics 
they need only change their tax status to 
do so. 


‘Baby killers’ eye Ireland 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Father Paul 
Marx announced plans to establish a 
$250,000 emergency fund to send anti- 
abortion materials and speakers to 13 
Irish right to life groups working to defeat 
legalized abortion in a _ national 
referendum slated for. November. 


Father Marx, founder and president of 
the Washington-based Human Life 
International, said he will kick off fund 
raising for the Save Ireland’s Babies Fund 
at a dinner to be held in Whittier, Calif., 
Aug. 7. 


INTERNATIONAL ABORTION 
groups led by Planned Parenthood are 
pouring money and propaganda into 
Ireland, Father Marx charged. ‘‘The goal 
is to legalize baby-killing through judicial 
or legislative trickery before the Irish 
realize what’s happening.’’ 
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‘*The Irish Church and public are fast 
asleep,’’ he said. ‘“They think, ‘It can’t 
happen here.’ ”’ 


Irish pro-lifers are ‘‘fighting like heroes 
to constitutionally prevent legal 
abortion’? through the November 
referendum, he said. “‘But they have 
almost none of the pro-life films, slides, 
books and literature they need to wake up 
the people while there is still time and 
before the situation deteriorates further,”’ 
he said.

St. James the Greater 


_A parish family dedicates its new home

SOLANA BEACH — When St. James 
parish dedicated its new church building 
Sunday, it was the fourth permanent 
home the parish community has used for 
Mass since its beginnings almost a 
century ago. 

And “‘home’’ is just the way Msgr. 
William Spain, St. James’ pastor, prefers 
to think about the new church, which is 
both an oustanding example of church 
architecture and liturgical design, and a 
place conducive to prayer and 
meditation. 


THE CHURCH building itself is an 
integrated whole. The site and exterior 
landscaping are one with the interior, 
which picks up in its warm earth tones 
and extensive use of wood, the 
surrounding ‘hills, Torrey pines and the 
San Diegttito River valley, now become 
part of the inside through the extensive 
use of picture windows. 


But above all, St. James is a place to 
pray, says Msgr. Spain, who utilized the 
services of Father Dennis Krause, a 
liturgist at the University of San Diego, 
and augmented the basic design with an 
eye to liturgical art, including a marble 
crucifix designed by Salvador Dali. 
Joseph Dameron designed the Spanish- 
heritage structure, and David Kemp was 
the landscape architect. 


The history of St. James parish begins 
before it was even a parish. By the turn of 
the century, Franciscan Father 
Guadalupe del Rio was based in Mission 
San Luis Rey near Oceanside, and 
trudged the El Camino Real from south 
of Los Angeles to north of the Mexican 
border, saying Mass and administering 
the sacraments for the largely Mexican 
population. ; 

WITH THE growth of Del Mar as a 
seaside resort in the 1880s, permanent 
settlement began, and in 1911 Bishop 
Thomas J. Conaty of Montery-Fresno 
was saying Mass in the area on a regular 
basis during a period of convalescence. 


St. James parish began a year or two 
after that, and had a church-rectory and 
land to call its own in Del Mar by 1914; 
the white frame structure on the side of 
Highway 101 was used until 1966, when 
the parish was moved to its present site, 
on the high ground north of the Del Mar 
racetrack. 


The modern history of St. James parish 
is encompassed by only two pastors: 
Msgr. James M. Gilfillan, now pastor at

Mary, Star of the Sea in La Jolla, who 
served at St. James from 1950 until 1969 
and who made the move from Del Mar to 
Solana Beach; and Msgr. Spain, who has 
since enlarged the parish site from eight to 
14 acres and added to the parish plant. 


UNDER MSGR. Spain parish growth 
has had to keep pace with an increase of 
Sunday Mass goers from 1,600 to more 
than twice that number in 13 years. The 
new church is the third structure used for 
that purpose on the parish grounds, the 
other two now a social hall and an 
innovative, open-space, multi-purpose 
classroom building which houses the 
parish school, staffed since 1952 by the 
Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondolet. 


Planning and fund-raising for the new 
church were underway by the summer of 
1978, said Msgr. Spain, with the view, 
above all else, that it would be neither 
“‘cold nor devotionally austere.”’ 


“Tt has been our belief within this 
parish that a church should be an

history. 

extension of one’s home,’’ said Msgr. 
‘The new St. James is the spiritual home 
of our people and the oasis from which 
other works of charity and love develop.”’ 


In designing the new church,

consideration, and the final result is the 
‘noble simplicity’? envisioned by the 
Second Vatican Council in its Decree on 
the Liturgy; there is no doubt that the 
Mass and the Eucharistic presence of

The tabernacle, designed by 
Ann Paul of Leucadia and a gift by the 
parishioners for Msgr. Spain’s silver 
ordination anniversary, has two sets of

behind the sanctuary, which contains the 
only replica of the Antioch Chalice and 
stone fragments from the Garden of 
Gethsemane; glass windows and a door 
give access to a small walled garden which 
has the Stations of the Cross from the old 
building and sections of stone pavement 
from the plaza in front of the Basilica of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe in Mexico City. 


Thus the tabernacle is visible from the 
outside garden behind the church, and in 
the church itself; but when Mass begins, 
two massive wooden doors in the form of 
a Roman arch are closed and the altar of 
sacrifice becomes the visual focus of the 
sanctuary. A cross above, designed by 
Dali of Carrara marble, bears a 
representation of the 12 apostles, and 
above that is a sculpted glass rendition of 
the Holy Spirit, with deep cut. rays 
catching and reflecting the light in a 
living, moving pattern of color. 


The altar, designed by parishioner 
Mary Kern and hand-carved of ash by 


David Fisk, features the scallop motif 
traditionally associated with St. James 


(one “‘rib’’ for each of the 12 apostles), 
supported by three carved panels bearing 
grape and wheat, the gifts used for the 
Eucharistic sacrifice. 


THE SCALLOP motif carries over 
to the wood, hand-carved ambo. In 
addition, much of the interior is finished 
in cedar, reminiscent, said Msgr. Spain, 
of the famed Cedars of Lebanon. 


At the entrance of the church is a 
ssculpted glass figure of St. James 
executed by Gordon Marlow of Costa 
Mesa. The apostle is more than nine-and- 
a-half feet high, framed in a Roman arch, 
and depicted as a pilgrim. He appears to 
directly face each viewer, whether looked 
at from the right, left or center; if one 
walks from side to side, the apostle’s head 
and feet seem to turn, as well. 


To the left of the vestibule and its figure 
of St. James is the sacristy, with its Last 
Supper carved in wood by Ludwig Kraus 
of Obergammerau, Germany, and some 
orginal papal bulls belonging to Msgr. 
Spain, one of them, signed by Alexander 
IV in 1492, proclaiming the Holy Year of 
1500. A small audio-visual room adjacent 
controls the public address system, tape 
deck and record player, a sound mixer, 
the lights, and a projector; a screen may 
be automatically lowered from the ceiling 
above the sanctuary. 


A ROOM for children and mothers is 
to the right of the vestibule, and glass 


windows afford a view .of both the 
sanctuary and the outside Patio of the 


Bells. Parishioners who attend the early- 
morning weekday Liturgy of the Word 
and Communion service, conducted by 
either of the two parish deacons or a lay 
minister, gather there for coffee 
afterwards, and a window opens to serve 
parishioners coffee on the patio after 
Sunday Mass as well. 


The nave of the church is octagonal in 
form, and circular seating, holding 748

people, radiates from the tiled sanctuary. 
The roof peaks in a skylight over the 
altar, and 12 large windows add an 
outdoor look to the interior. A holy water 
font in the vestibule contains a shell from 
the Great Barrier Reef of Australia, and 
the water circulates, reminding 
worshippers of the New Testament’s 
“‘streams of living water.’’ 


The grounds, with their ‘‘cruceros’’ 
similar to the ones found along the 
pilgrim routes to the shrine of Santiago de 
Compestela in Spain, complete the 
pilgrim-theme of the apostle which 
dominates the new church, a work of 
beauty, very much a house of worship. 


ALTHOUGH ONLY now dedicated, 
services have been held in the building for 
some time now; Msgr. Spain has already 
nated a 35 percent increase in Mass 
attendance, demonstrating the 
interrelationship between physical 
environment and prayer. 


But however much the physical beauty 
of the new church adds to that feeling of 
the sacred, the church itself, says Msgr. 
Spain, is only a ‘‘symbol of a faith that is 
the fulfillment of the ages,’’ fulfilled in 
each person who encounters Christ both 
in sacrament and word.

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Polish dilemma:

Pope John Paul II is a Polish citizen who technically 
can enter his home country by just showing his Polish 
passport to immigration officials. Yet after months of 
negotiations between the pope, Polish Church leaders and 
the government, no date has been set for his second visit 
to his homeland since his election as pontiff. 


The postponement of a hoped for trip in August was 
announced July 21 in separate statements by the Polish 
primate, Archbishop Jozef Glemp, and Poland’s martial 
law leader, Gen. Wojciech Jaruzelski. 


THE SITUATION reflects the tight intertwining of 
Church and state in the complex political web spun in a 
country where an officially atheistic Communist Party 
rules a population which is 90 percent Catholic. 


Pope John Paul had frequently expressed a desire to 
visit Poland Aug. 26 for celebrations marking the 600th 
anniversary of the arrival in Poland of the icon of Our 
Lady of Czestochowa, Poland’s patroness. The shrine 
housing the icon is Poland’s most popular place of 
religious pilgrimage. 

Yet such a visit would have come at a politically bad 
time for the martial law Polish government which has 
been facing increasing unrest from members of 
Solidarity, the suspended independent labor movement, 
and pressure from the Soviet Union against a papal visit. 


A VISIT ALSO provided problems from the Church’s 
viewpoint. Vatican and Polish Church sources said the 
pope and many Polish bishops were worried that a visit 
could be interpreted as papal approval of martial law. 
Martial law was declared Dec. 13 in an effort to suppress 
Solidarity and other dissident movements seeking greater 
popular participation in national economic and political 
decision-making. 

Pope John Paul often accompanied his stated desire to 
return to Poland with the mention that ‘‘proper 
conditions’’ would be needed. Although the pope never 
specified these conditions publicly, Vatican and Polish 
sources said they included a relaxation of martial law 
measures and the release of the more than 2,000 people 
detained since the imposition of martial law. Among those 
detained is Lech Walesa, leader of Solidarity, who had 
once traveled to the Vatican to meet with the pope. 


The problems caused a series of Church-state meetings 
to discuss the visit, ending in a flurry of activity in July. 
Archbishop Glemp, head of the archdioceses of Gniezno 
and Warsaw, spent almost three weeks in Italy conferring 
with the pope. The then Polish foreign minister, Jozef 
Czyrek, paid a surprise visit to the pope July 20 for last 
minute talks before the postponement was announced. 


‘““THE HOLY FATHER himself, reflecting on the 
circumstances, has decided on the postponement of his 
visit to a later time,’’ announced Archbishop Glemp July 
21 during a homily at a Mass in the Vatican for Polish 
people in Rome. 


The archbishop indicated that the current political and 
social unrest was the reason for the postponement and 
said the visit would take place sometime before the end of 
the jubilee year marking the 600th anniversary of Our 
Lady of Czestochowa. The year ends in September 1983. 


‘We desire in fact that his visit not occur in a time of 
irritation, of excitement,’’ said Archbishop Glemp. 


A SIMILAR announcement was made July 21 in 
Warsaw, Poland, by Jaruzelski, who said the pope would 
be welcome but not in August. Speaking to the Polish 
Parliament, Jaruzelski said the nation should prepare for 
a papal visit next year. 

Jaruzelski also announced a series of minor 
relaxations in martial law, mostly affecting travel and 
communications to foreign countries, and said he would 
abolish martial law by the end of the year if tensions 
decrease. 


Jaruzelski’s words were accompanied by a government 
announcement that 1,227 detainees were being released. 
Those released, however, did not include Walesa. 


MANY POLES criticized the government measures as 
too little and also opposed the decision to postpone the 
papal visit. 

‘*This has hardly set the country alight with joy,’’ said 
one man formerly associated with Solidarity. 


The labor movement had about 10 million members 
before being suspended in contrast to the three million 
members of the Communist Party. 

‘““THEY CAN STILL cancel or postpone the Holy 
Father’s visit whenever they like,’’ said a Polish doctor. 

Postponing the papal visit ‘‘was really taking politics a 
bit too far. Of course everyone’s upset,’’ said a Polish 
journalist.

Archbishop Glemp, after returning to Warsaw, was a 
bit more optimistic about the government measures, 
although he implied they were not enough. 


‘“‘EVERY LIBERATION fills us with joy, even if the 
people expect more,’’ said Archbishop Glemp. 


An indication of Polish dissatisfaction with the new 
measures occurred July 22 when several hundred people 
gathered in Warsaw’s Victory Square after the end of 
offical ceremonies commemorating the 38th anniversary 
of the proclamation of Communist rule. 


The square has become a symbol of anti-government 
sentiment. It marks the spot where Pope John Paul 
celebrated a huge outdoor Mass in June 1979 on his first 
trip to Poland since becoming pope. It also marks the spot 
where floral crosses are placed clandestinely in honor of 
Cardinal Stefan Wyszynski, the previous Polish primate 
who fought for church and labor independence from the 
government. The cardinal died in May 1981. 


THE POSTPONEMENT indicates that, although 
Church-state dialogue continues in Poland, key issues, 
especially the future of Solidarity, remain unresolved. 


Archbishop Glemp in an interview with the Italian 
Catholic weekly magazine, JI Sabato, published July 19, 
two days before announcing the postponement, suggested

is reinstated to active ministry 


OAKLAND, Calif. (NC) — Father 
William Dunn, laicized 11 years ago, was 
welcomed back to active ministry July 18 
in a festive Mass at St. Paschal’s Parish in 
Oakland. 


Long-time friends and former students 
joined him as he celebrated Mass for the 
first time since 1971. 


HIS RETURN, which received 
national coverage on CBS Evening News, 
was the first widely publicized case of its 
kind in the United States in many years. 


Officials at the Vatican and the 
apostolic delegation in Washington said 
that some other inactive priests have 
returned to active ministry in recent 
years. But a _ well-informed Vatican 
source said that very few of those 
returning are priests, such as Father 
Dunn, who had been formally laicized. 


Father Dunn, who was ordained a 
priest as a member of the Marist order in 
1951, was laicized in 1971. He is now a 
priest of the Oakland Diocese. 


“IT TOOK less than a year to be 
laicized, but almost three-and-one-half 
years to be reinstated,’’ he said. 


He said that when he applied for re- 
entry to the priestly ministry in January 
1979, ‘‘there was no determined 
mechanism for this in the Vatican. They 
really didn’t know how to process a re- 
entry.”’ 


A native of Cambridge, Mass., Father 
Dunn has advanced degrees in counseling 
and general education. During his 20 


years as a Marist he was a teacher, 
counselor and spiritual director. He was 
principal of his order’s St. Peter Chanel 
Seminary in San Rafael, Calif., and 
director of vocations and education for 
the Marists’ Western province. 


AT THE time of his departure, he 
said, ‘‘I had been in the preparatory and 
active ministry for 31 years. I felt 
pressured. I needed time for myself.”’ 


Not wanting to work in education, for 
most of his 11 years out of active ministry 
he worked in personnel and 
administrative services for the city and 
county of San Francisco. 


““My life was full to a point, but there 
was something missing,’’ he said of that 
period. ‘‘I looked at the needs of the 
church and my original commitment. I 
then started to explore the possibility of 
returning.’”’ 


THE VATICAN has indicated that it 
is receiving an increasing number of 
requests for re-entry from the tens of 
thousands of priests who left active 
ministry in the turmoil of the 1960s and 
70s following the Second Vatican 
Council. 


The Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith, which processed 
about 30,000 laicization requests between 
1965 and 1979, said in a 1980 report that 
its disciplinary office ‘‘has cared 


Vatican bank top layman 
is ordered to stand trial 


MILAN, Italy (NC) — An Italian 
judge ordered Luigi Mennini, the 
Vatican bank’s top lay official, and 25 
others to stand trial on fraudulent 
bankruptcy charges for the collapse in 
-1974 of an Italian bank which was part of 
the financial empire of Michele Sindona. 


The judge’s order is similar to an 
indictment in the United States. 


THE CASE is unrelated to the recent 
controversy over the Vatican bank’s 
involvement with the troubled Banco 
Ambrosiano, Italy’s largest private bank. 


Judge Bruno Apicella issued the order 
after an eight-year investigation into the 
operations of Banca Privata Italiana, part 
of Sindona’s Italian banking empire. 


Sindona is currently serving a 25-year 
prison term in the United States after 
being convicted of violating U.S. banking 
regulations in one of the biggest banking 
failures in U.S. history, the collapse of the 
Franklin National Bank. 


A VATICAN press spokesman refused 
to comment on the charges against 
Mennini, whose title is delegate of the 
Institute for Religious Works, the formal 
name of the Vatican bank. 


Sindona had been a close friend of 
Mennini and an adviser to the Vatican on 
real estate, currency speculation and 
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other investments. 


The Vatican has never said how much 
money it lost when Sindona’s bank 
collapsed. 


U.S. Archbishop Paul Marcinkus, 
president of the Vatican bank, has said 
that the Vatican has been involved in no 
wrongdoing in the Ambrosiano matter.

especially for the rehabilitation to active 
pastoral service of numerous subjects 
who, after some period of defection, have 
brought to maturity signs of repentance. 
There have been further increases in 
requests for reintegration and 
rehabilitation by priests who for various 
reasons had previously obtained a 
dispensation from priestly obligations.”’ 


Following news of Father Dunn’s 
return, a Vatican source told NG News in 
Rome that the Congregation for the 
Clergy has also been handling an 
increased number of cases. Its recently 
published report on its activities in 1981 
referred briefly to the fact that it was 
handling ‘‘rehabilitation of priests who, 
without a regular dispensation, have left 
the ministry.’ 


ACCORDING TO Father Blase 
Cupich, secretary of the apostolic 
delegation in the United States, the 
doctrinal congregation handles those 
cases in which a priest was laicized, while 
the clergy congregation handles the cases 
in which a priest left active ministry 
without being formally laicized. 


Since laicization involves only the 
release from the rights and obligations of 
the priesthood, not a removal of or release 
from the sacrament of holy orders itself, 
no “‘reordination’’ is involved in the re- 
entry of inactive priests into the active 
ministry. 


A Vatican source familiar with the 
current situation noted that, unlike 
Father Dunn, who never married, most 
priests who have. left the active ministry 
have married — usually in the Church if 
they have been laicized, but civilly if they 
have not been laicized. 


BECAUSE THE Church-recognized 
Sacramental marriage of most laicized 
priests would prevent them from re- 
entering active ministry, the source said, 
the Vatican is handling very few cases 
involving the return of a laicized priest. 
In the cases of priests who married civilly 
after leaving the active ministry without 
dispensation, he said, the Vatican 
requires a civil divorce and adequate 
provision for the children, if any, as 
conditions for the priest to re-enter active 
ministry.

Vatican refuses papal audience 


The 77-year-old archbishop, suspended 
in 1976 from performing the sacraments, 
told the Swiss news agency ATS that 
although he is in good health he would 
resign in September in favor of younger 
leadership, because it is time for ‘‘new 
forces’’ to take over the society. 


THE SOCIETY was founded by 
Archbishop Lefebvre in 1969 to unite 
priests who agree with his rejection of 


many of the reforms initiated by Vatican 
Uke 


Archbishop Lefebvre also left for Italy 
on July 20 to visit a group of his priests 
and said that while he was in Rome he 
would try to speak with Pope John Paul 
II. 


While there, the suspended archbishop 
met for more than three hours with a top 
Vatican official, but left two days later 
without meeting Pope John Paul II. 


THE FRENCH archbishop was 
suspended by Pope Paul VI in 1976 after 
he ordained several priests in defiance of a 
direct papal prohibition. 

He opposes reforms set in motion by 
the Second Vatican Council, held in 
1962-65, particularly those relating to 
religious freedom, ecumenism and 
liturgy. 

Under his suspension, he continues to 
be a Catholic, a priest and an archbishop, 
but he cannot licitly celebrate Mass, 
ordain priests or administer the other 
sacraments. 


ARCHBISHOP LEFEBVRE has 
continued to ordain priests despite his 
suspension and told ATS that he would 
maintain the practice even after he 
resigns as leader of the society. 


Archbishop Lefebvre 

However he will not, he said, ordain a 
bishop to replace him. Ordaining another 
bishop would go contrary to the authority 
of the Holy See, he remarked, and he has 
“no intention of defying Rome.”’ 


““T will remain available for 
ordinations, as in the past,’’ he added. 


UNDER POPE Paul VI and Pope 
John Paul II, there have been discussions 
aimed at a reconciliation with Archbishop 
Lefebvre, but so far no agreement has 
been reached. 


Archbishop Lefebvre told the Swiss 
news agency that Pope John Paul ‘‘seems 
to be well intentioned toward us but it is 
among his entourage that difficulties also 
arise.’’ 


‘“‘As soon as he is urged to do 
something in our favor,’’ said Archbishop 
Lefebvre, ‘‘he is shielded and begged to 
do nothing.”’

Ministry to the divorced 
‘unimagined’ 11 years ago 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. (NC) — The Catholic Church’s 
new emphasis on compassion for and ministry to the 
divorced is ‘‘an event unimagined in such a short time as 
11 years,’’ said Paulist Father James Young, a national 
leader in ministry to divorced Catholics. 


Father Young, rector of the Paulist Seminary in 
Washington and national chaplain to the North American 
Conference of Separated and Divorced Catholics, spoke 
at the organization’s 11th annual conference, a meeting of 
450 diocesan and support group leaders in divorce 
ministry that was held July 15-18 at Notre Dame 
University in South Bend. 


HE FOCUSED on Pope John Paul II’s advocacy of 
ministry to the divorced in his recent apostolic 
exhortation, Familiaris Consortio (The Community of the 
Family). 

In the exhortation the pope said, ‘‘Let the Church pray 
for the divorced, encourage them and show herself a 
merciful mother and thus sustain them in faith and 
hope.’”’ 


leadership to support individual families and to help them 
realize the graces that have been bestowed upon them.’’ 


IT SYMBOLIZES dramatically the compassionate 
pastoral attitude towards people in broken marriages that 
has emerged in Catholic thinking in the past decade, he 
said. 


“Just as the Lord called his followers to life-long 
commitments in marriages while reaching out tenderly to 
those whose marriages had broken down, so Pope John 
Paul II has again and again called Christians to 
permanence in marriage, but more and more he has 
begun to balance his statements with a special appeal to 
the Church community to minister to those whose 
marriages have ended,”’ he said.

Italian neo-Nazis 
kill priest, Brother 


VICENZA, Italy (NC) — A neo-Nazi group claimed 
responsibility July 23 for the hammer murders three days 
earlier of two elderly Religious who had been out for an 
evening walk near their monastery in Vicenza. 


“We are the last heirs of Nazism,’’ said a message from 

a group called Ludwig to the Milan office of the Italian 

“news agency, ANSA. ‘‘The purpose of our life is death to 
those who betray the true God.”’ 


VICTIMS OF THE July 20 attack near the 
monastery, which is attached to the Monte Berico Basilica 
in Vicenza, were Father Mario Lovato, 71, and Brother 
Giovanni Battista Pigato, 69. Both were members of the 
Servants of Mary. 


Father Lovato, known in the Religious community as 
Brother Giuseppe, died instantly during the attack from a 
crushed skull. Brother Pigato, also called Brother 
Gabriele, died of head injuries in the hospital a few hours 
after the attack.

Mexican bishops split on 
Marxism during election 


By Manuel Castilla Ramirez 
MEXICO CITY (NC) — The losing 


parties in Mexico’s presidential election 
should re-examine their positions, 
according to Auxiliary Bishop Genaro 
Alamilla of Mexico City, secretary of the 
Mexican Bishops’ Conference, alluding 
to a Communist-led coalition which 
received a low vote. 


During the campaign divisions arose 
among the Catholic bishops as to whether 
Catholics could vote for Marxist 
candidates. 


‘““THOSE WHO won must implement 
their promises and fulfill the mandate 
granted them by the people,’’ Bishop 
Alamilla said. 


“‘Those who lost should continue 
sharing in the political process but must 
examine their tenets and see which ones 
are contrary to Mexico and its history,”’ 
he added. 


Winner of the presidential election July 
4 was Miguel de la Madrid of the ruling 
Institutional Revolutionary Party, called 
the PRI after its Spanish initials, which 
has ruled Mexico for 53 years. 


BISHOP ALAMILLA and _ other 
churchmen said the bishops encouraged 
voter participation in the elections for a 
president and members of Congress, 
issuing more than two dozen calls to vote 
during the nine-month campaign. 


Absenteeism during the presidential 
elections in 1976 and _ congressional 
elections in 1979 totalled almost half of 
the voters, while this time more than 22.5 
million of the 31.5 million registered 
voters went to the polls. A key factor in 
the sharp rise was relaxed presidential 
election rules which allowed opposition 
candidates to challenge the PRI. 


Archbishop Manuel Castro Ruiz of 
Yucatan. said Church guidelines on 
Marxism ‘‘were a key factor for the 
people to -vote for strengthening 
democracy.’’ 


FINAL REPORTS July 20 by the 
Federal Electoral Commission gave the 
PRI 16.7 million votes and the Unified 
Socialist Party of Mexico, the 
Communist-led coalition, 822,000. The 
National Action Party qualified as the 
largest opposition party with 3.7 million 
votes, more than double the number it 
obtained in 1979. 
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Several other parties split the 
remainder of the vote. : 


The Communist Party and its three 
coalition allies obtained about five percent 
of the vote in 1979, but this year the 
coalition obtained less than 3.7 percent. 


The Communist Party started in 
Mexico in 1919. It did not obtain legal 
recognition until 1978. After dropping 
‘““Communist’’ from its name, it 
launched the Unified Socialist Party of 
Mexico last November and appealed to 
Catholics to join forces with it to fight 
injustice. 

The. campaign sparked differing 
comments by Church leaders. 


CARDINAL ERNESTO Corripio 
Ahumada of Mexico City and his eight 
auxiliary bishops warned that ‘‘being 
materialistic, Marxist philosophy denies 
the truths the Christian faith teaches 
regarding God and man.”’ 


‘‘Thus adhering to or voting for a 


~ Marxist party poses a serious threat to 


faith,’ they added, calling Marxism 
‘intrinsically evil.”’ 

Bishop Sergio Mendez Arceo of 
Cuernavaca commented in a sermon, 
however, that ‘‘I do believe that 
according to the political platforms, one 
can vote for a Marxist party and that, 
even further, within the dialectical variety 
of Marxist thought, one can be a Catholic 
loyal to Christ and a Marxist.”’ 


BISHOP MENDEZ Arceo was 
supported by several other bishops. 


Opposition parties have challenged the 
figures of the electoral commission and 
complained of delays in the tally. 
Opposition leaders acknowledge the 
victory of the PRI’s_ presidential 
candidate but warn they will fight for 
congressional seats. 


Interior Minister Enrique Olivares, 
head of the electoral commission, said 
July 14 that the elections were clean save 
for minor irregularities, but promised to 
investigate the complaints. 


UNDER A 1977 electoral reform, 300 
House members and the 64 senators are 
elected by simple majority. Another 100 
House seats are assigned to minority 
parties by a complex system ‘of 
proportional representation.

The vulgarization of the religious

I thought for a while that I was the only critic in the 
northern hemisphere who didn’t love E.T. What, exactly, 
was the matter with me, I wondered. I liked E.T. — the 
big blue eyes and all that — but, unlike, for example, the 
boy in the movie and all those critics who labored for 
Time and Newsweek, 1 didn’t love E.T. 


You can imagine my gratification, then, when I picked 
up the July 19 issue of Newsweek and my eye fell upon 
George F. Will’s column. There Will, house conservative 
at Newsweek and not a man to mince words, forthrightly 
declared: ‘‘Well, I don’t love you, E.T.”’ 


DESPITE ALL the craft and calculation that went 
into making E.T. irresistible (at a cost of about $1 
million), Will was able to resist him. Why? Because he 
found the movie of which this winsome creature is the 
centerpiece to be ‘‘full of subversive ideas.’’ 


Will’s complaints can, I think, be reduced to two main 
categories: he believes that Z.T. panders to children and 
that it’s unfair to science. 


The first doesn’t pain Will very much since, as he so 
well puts it, the “‘yuckiness of adults is an axiom of 
children’s cinema.’’ As to the second, however, he is in 
dead earnest: ‘‘But what is bothersome is the animus 
against science, which is seen as a morbid calling for 
callous vivisectionists and other unfeeling technocrats.”’ 


NOT ONLY does E.T. offend Will by making science 
“‘sinister,’’ he sees it as doing something far worse. It 
attempts to lay hold of our sense of wonder, which Will 
feels should have modern science as its proper object, and

Survivors, produced by Steven Okazaki and Frances 
Politeo, will be aired on KPBS-TV, Channel 15, on 
Wednesday, Aug. 4, at 9 p.m. A documentary in the 
World series, it presents a side of the atomic bombing of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki that has escaped the general 
notice. 


More than 1,000 survivors of these two unprecedented 
tragedies live in the United States, all of them American 
citizens. Some of them became Americans after the war 
by marrying Americans. Others were born in this country 
and, for some reason or another, found themselves in 
Japan at the outbreak of the war and were unable to 
return. 


PERHAPS IT MIGHT seem at first that these 
survivors — especially so many of them in the rather 
specialized category of American citizen — would lend 
credence to the idea broached not so long ago by the 
Reagan administration that nuclear warfare wasn’t so 
unthinkable, after all. Terrible, yes. But also survivable. 
This powerful film is recommended to anybody inclined 
to speak reasonably of ‘‘survivability.’’ 


Author Robert Jay Lifton, one of the few interviewed 
on camera who is not a survivor, explains quite cogently 
how surviving a nuclear attack differs from living through 
an ordinary air raid. If you survive the latter without

TV Film Fare 


Wednesday, Aug. 4, 9 p.m., KFMB-TV, 
Channel 8 (CBS): Sky Raiders (1976) — A routine 
melodrama about the rescue of a kidnapped family 


by some hang-gliding enthusiasts, distinguished 
only by some spectacular aerial photography. The 
movie’s violent elements — including the terrorists’ 
threatening of a small child — rule it out for 
children. A-III, adults; PG, parental guidance. 
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focus it upon a ‘‘space elf,’’ a trivialization that 
approaches sacrilege. 


Will grows eloquent in his indignation: in a crass, 
pragmatic age (‘‘an age of journalism’’ is his nastiest 
epithet for it) ‘‘modern science teaches us that things are 
not what they seem; matter is energy; light is subject to 
gravity; the evidence of gravity waves suggest that 
gravitic energy is a form of radiation; to increase the 
speed of an object is to decrease the passage of its time. 
This is science; compared with it, space elves are dull as 
ditchwater.’’ 


Now, to tell the truth, my joy at having Will as an ally 
is somewhat tempered by the knowledge that the last time 
he left important matters behind and ventured down into 
the vulgar arena of movie criticism, he was, then too, 
defending science against the vulgarians, against those 
who would make it into something sinister. More 
specifically, he was scolding Jane Fonda and castigating 
The China Syndrome. 


UNFORTUNATELY FOR Will, his gallant defense 
of nuclear power came just a week or two before that 
unfortunate incident at Three Mile Island, which you 
probably recall. This time, of course, he doesn’t have to 
worry about anything like that — unless, perhaps, 
President Reagan should happen to look out his front 
window next Sunday and see a delegation of ‘‘space 
elves’’ coming down the gangplank. 


At any rate, though I readily agree with Will that E. T. 
panders to children in shameless fashion, I part company 
with him on his second complaint. First of all, I don’t 
think that director Steven Spielberg is presenting science 


serious injury, you pull yourself together and carry on. 
You might indeed suffer some traumatic reaction of 
greater or lesser consequences, but that would be the 
extent of it. 


If you’ve been exposed to radiation, however, you have 
to live with the attack for the rest of your life. You can 
never be quite sure that you have indeed survived. Nor — 
and this is even more chilling — can your children and 
your children’s children. 


THUS ONE OF the most affecting moments in the 
film occurs when a young girl, an American teen-ager in 
every respect, after recounting the constant medical 
problems of her aunt and mother, survivors of the bomb, 
says that she herself hasn’t had any trouble yet, ‘‘but I 
have this lump in my neck which I haven’t had checked 
out.”’

as sinister. 


Yes, the initial appearance of the scientists is a 
threatening one, but Spielberg does that just to work upa 
bit of tension in a movie that lacks real villains. They 
actually turn out to be nice people when we get to know 
them. All their gadgets and their bulky paraphernalia are 
meant to save E.T. and protect him from contamination, 
and when their efforts fail, Spielberg’s camera pans to 
show us their grief-stricken faces and tear-filled eyes. 
Hardly ‘‘callous vivisectionists’? and “‘unfeeling 
technocrats.’’ The head scientist, moreover, a sensitive 
man who has the same childlike sense of wonder towards 
E.T. as the boy, seems at fadeout about to take the 
runaway father’s place with long-suffering mom. 


And though I agree with Will that Spielberg does 
vulgarize, I feel that he vulgarizes religious feeling rather 
than the wonders of science. And that — signified most 
aptly by the casual appropriation of Michelangelo’s 
Creation to advertise the movie — is why I don’t love you, 
Bee: 


YET THE VULGARIZATION of religious feeling, 
however painful to those of us who believe, is preferable 
to the suppression of it. 


In The End of the Affair, Graham Greene’s heroine, 
Sarah, reacts angrily when her rationalist husband, 
Henry, dismisses the crude pictures in a village church in 
Italy. Yes, they are crude and ugly, Sarah tells herself, 
but they’re crude and ugly pictures that somebody had to 
paint, like a child’s drawing, in an attempt to express 
what he felt. And though she thinks she doesn’t believe in 
God, she thrusts her hand into the holy water in front of 
Henry and makes a huge sign of the cross. 


And so, if I had to choose, I would pick the space elf 
over the deified science that Will prefers as an object of 
awe and wonder.

survivor, says quite simply: ‘‘It’s something that’s always 
hanging over our heads. Yeah, we’re always worried 
about it.’’ And in still another, after a slim, pretty woman 
of about 50 speaks for the last time on camera, the 
narrator tells us that she died two weeks later of cancer. 


The documentary — strong, carefully put together and 
wholly unsentimental — is not easy viewing, especially 
one sequence showing doctors attempting to save badly 
wounded victims as one of the survivors narrates. But it’s 
a film that every American should see. 


THESE AMERICAN survivors have, through their 
representatives in Congress, been trying to get the special 
medical benefits they need, but every bill introduced since 
1972 has failed so far. This film not only serves as a 
salutary warning to the rest of us, who can hardly imagine 
what these victims have been through, but is also a means 
towards their obtaining some share of justice. 


The final word belongs to a brave woman with a 
disfigured face, one of the ‘‘Maidens of Hiroshima,”’ girls 
who were brought to the United States after the war to 
undergo extensive plastic surgery to alleviate the effects of 
the wounds they suffered. She, a mother who has 
obviously adjusted well to her tragedy, says without a 
trace of self-pity: “‘I think perhaps God spared my life so 
that I could be an example to people of how terrible it 


was.’”’
